These have been set 
at $7,500 a year, making General Pershing’s total 
some from his service in the army $21,000. 
t Compared with the money rewards given by 
the Allies to their victorious military commanders 
this annual compensation is modest, and General 
Pershing will get it only as long as he stays on 
active service. Yet we believe it is a more sub- 
Sfiptial Income than the nation has ever before 
conferred on a man for military service. It stands 
out conspicuously when it is recalled that none 
of the naval officers who fought for us has been 
promoted to rank corresponding with that given 
to General Pershing. 
In the distribution of re­ 
gards for services in the war army men got much 
thr bettei of it as compared with Uncle Bam* 
sailors.
